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DETAILED ACTION 

/ 1. Newly submitted claims 12-15 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: A driving 
apparatus does not require a scan means nor a drive source to move a scan means. It 
seems like if the driving apparatus (claims 9-11) is directed towards a conventional 
motor since stepper motors, spindle motors and the like do have those structures 
disclosed in claims 9-11 and the image reading apparatus (claims 12-15) are directed 
towards a device of a reading apparatus since scanning limitations are disclosed and a 
conventional motor does not require such a scanning device (claim 12). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 12-15 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112; 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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What is meant by the magnet and shaft being attached by a low frictional material to the 
magnet? Is there a low friction between the magnet and the shaft? Is the material a 
third substance of the second damper? Or is the material part of the magnet? 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
4. Claims 9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Murakami et al. 

Murakami et al discloses a driving apparatus having a shaft (see figure 15), a first 
damper 47 with a magnet 58 and magnetic member 59 and second damper 54 (see 
figures 16, 17). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Murakami et al. 

Murakami et al discloses a driving apparatus having a shaft (see figure 15), a first 
damper 47 with a magnet 58 and magnetic member 59 and second damper 54 (see 
figures 16, 17). 

However, Murakami et al does not disclose a rubber damper. 

On the other hand, Miwa et al discloses for the purpose of decreasing the speed 
fluctuation of a motor and a gear, a first damper member made of rubber 16 attached to 
a shaft 1 3 and an inertia member 1 2a attached to the rubber (see figure 27). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to design a driving apparatus as disclosed by Murakami et al and to 
modify the invention by using rubber damper for the purpose of decreasing the speed 
fluctuation of a motor and a gear as disclosed by Miwa et al.
